capital of $135,000. Many more of these 
undertakings are in existence, to which were 
attached reading-rooms, libriirics, maps, 
globes, telescopes, microscopes, and other 
scientific apparatus of the most recent con- 
struction.

The pros- 
pect of the grain crops in France is also said 
to be unpromising. On the other hand, the 
cereal crops in the United States and Cana- 
da never promised better. A larger crop of 
wheat than ever before, by perhaps one- 
lonrth, is now secured, or in tho process of 
harvesting. The crops of hay and oats are 
also large, and the promi.se of the king of 
(.uiu;,|H_lndiaii corn — was never belter. 
Nothing short of a largo export demand can 
keep tho price of this abundant cereal from 
falling below remuneration to the grower. 
Of liie last year's crop, it is said that the 
lar:;e farm cribs of Illinois are' Still nearly 
hill of last year's corn, yet the receipts at 
Chicago have averaged over 100,000 bushels 
a day from the Illinois canals and railroads, 
through the season. 

A D.\it,Y Mail to Olvmpia.— The U. S. 
Government has established a daily mail to 
Olympia, Washington Territory. The mails 
will start from Sacramento on the evening 
of each dav, and will be brought vio the 
Sacramento' Valley to Yreka and Jackson- 
ville, thence to Portland, Oregon, and final- 
ly by the stage-route to Olympia. We pre- 
sume that the mails for this place brought 
by the overland mail to San Francisco, will 
reach here by the Steamer Eli/.a Anderson,

The Rook Creek Country. 

'By the arrival of the steamer Eli/.a An- 
derson, from ports ou the Sound on Tuesday 
evening, we received copies of the Sieda- 
coom Herald, from which we extract the 
following letter : 

Tenas Cut August, 11th, 1860. 
We arrived at this place yesterday, all 
right, and find quite a lively little place. 
Everything looks flourishing. there are 
about five hundred men here at present 
and more on the road. This pUice is utuated 
on Rock Creek at Its junction unlli Kettle river, 
and ts in liritisli Columbia. The route can 
bo traveled to this place with a pack train in 
fourteen days. It lakes trains from Ihe 
Dalles from twenty to twenty-two days to 
come to this place. 

Flour is worth S25 per cwt.; bacon, 45 cts 
per lb.: susjar, 50 cis. ; coffee. SO cts,; beans 
30 cts.i and whisky, 25 cts. a drink. Grub 
is consumed at present about as fast as it 

gets here. „ , . , i 

PInmmer's train, from Seattle, is expected 
in to-day. Wo can lay over that, route by 
about three days, and, as far as I can judge, 
a much better road. 

Jiidgiii"- from appearances, and the uig- 
t'ings in general, I think'there is every pros- 
pect that there will be a rush here ue.xt 
spring. Miners are making from SS to S'20 
per day. VVe are about twenty miles from 
the Similkameen, which we cross at ifs 
mouth. The miners on the Similkameen are 
doing well at present. ' ' 

Rich prospects have been found, in- the 
vicinity of the Weenatchee by miners com- 
ing through, but, as they were bound for 
Rock Creek, they did not stop to work. I 
think next season will bring it out on the
